There is only one thing lacking about a recent 
article of Charles E. Hughes, as a knock out blow 
to George Harvey, the American Ambassador at 
London—it was written before Harvey disgraced 
himself—if such a thing was possible—and the 
American people, by making his now infamous 
Pilgrim Day speech.
